GENERAL  CERTIFICATE  OF  EDUCATION  EXAMINATIONS 

Our  pupils  continue  to  perform  well  in  the  University  of  London  G.C.E.  examination,  although  there  is  room  for  improvement.  The  majority  of  our  fifth-year  pupils  have  performed 
well  above  our  expectations  and  deserve  our  congratulations.  However,  we  continue  to  be  concerned  about  a  few  of  our  pupils  whose  achievement,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  falls  short  of 
their  potential. 

During  the  1986-87  school  year,  fourth  and  fifth-year  pupils  passed  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  twenty  seven  examinations  out  of  a  possible  seven  hundred  and  ninety  six, 
representing  a  pass  rate  of  66.2  per  cent. 

Eighty  one  fifty-form  pupils  left  school  last  year  having  gained  503  passes,  an  average  of  6.2  passes  per  pupil.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  result  for  the  past  thirteen  years  during 
which  5,771  passes  have  been  gained  by  921  pupils  or  6.3  passes  per  pupil.  Of  the  eighty  one  fifth-year  pupils,  47  gained  five  or  more  passes,  representing  58%  of  the  fifth  year. 

BERMUDA  SECONDARY  SCHOOL  CERTIFICATE 

Of  the  eighteen  pupils  who  gained  an  Honours  Certificate  by  achieving  a  Grade  Point  Average  of  3.5  or  more  for  their  five  years  in  secondary  school,  fourteen  were  Warwick 
Academy  pupils. 

INTERNAL  ASSESSMENTS 


Internal  assessments  indicate  the  successes  and  failures  of  each  student  with  the  established  school  standards  and  compare  their  achievements  with  other  students  within  the  school. 
Twenty  nine  per  cent  of  our  pupils  performed  exceptionally  well  in  these  internal  assessments  by  attaining  academic  honours.  Of  these,  forty  nine  pupils  earned  honourable  mention 
by  attaining  a  70-75  per  cent  average,  fifty  four  students  attained  second  honours  by  achieving  a  75-80  per  cent  average,  and  twenty  five  students  attained  first  honours  by  achieving  a 
yearly  average  of  80  per  cent  or  better. 

Sports 

Our  athletes  have  continued  to  perform  well  in  interschool  sports.  We  won  seventeen  titles  and  were  runners-up  in  fifteen.  The  girls  won  championships  in  badminton,  swimming, 
tennis  and  field  hockey  and  the  boys  in  basketball,  rugby,  field  hockey  and  tennis.  The  girls,  for  the  thirteenth  consecutive  year,  won  the  Bacardi  Interschools  Badminton  tournament 
by  beating  second-place  Whitney  Institute  by  one  hundred  and  forty  six  points.

Basketball

The  junior  girls  basketball  team  coached  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Adderley  faced  stiff  competition  from  Roger  B.  Chaffee  and  Mt.  Saint  Agnes,  the  only  other  schools  competing  in  this 
sport.  They  lost  to  the  former  and  gained  one  win  against  the  latter. 

The  senior  girls  basketball  team,  coached  by  Mrs.  Colleen  Ryan  (nee  McGrath),  although  winning  only  one  of  their  six  games,  were  extremely  enthusiastic  with  no  member 
attending  less  than  82%  of  the  sessions.  Tanya  Semos  achieved  100%  attendance  and  she  and  Maria  Peterkin  were  selected  for  the  All-Star  Team. 

Cricket 

The  senior  cricket  team  coached  by  Mr.  Warren  Jones  won  two  of  the  three  games  played  before  examinations  curtailed  the  season.  This  was  a  fine,  well  balanced  team  which  could 
have  done  very  well  with  a  full  complement  of  games  against  other  schools. 

Cross  Country 

The  boys  teams  were  coached  by  Mr.  Stuart  Cross.  Many  members  trained  diligently  but,  because  of  illness  on  the  day,  only  the  under  15  team  had  a  full  complement  and  placed  4th 
in  the  school's  competition. 

The  girls  teams,  coached  by  Miss  Nancy  Mattola  performed  extremely  well  with  the  under  13  team  gaining  second  place,  the  under  15  team  3rd  place  and  the  over  15  team  3rd  place. 
Field  Hockey 

The  boys  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Allen  Cunningham,  had  an  undefeated  season,  playing  five  games  winning  three  and  drawing  two. 

The  junior  girls  team,  coached  by  Miss  Shelly  Grace,  placed  second  in  the  interschool  tournament. 

The  senior  girls  team,  coached  by  Miss  Anne  Coakley,  won  the  senior  league  and  placed  second  in  the  interschool  tournament.

Under  the  guidance  of  coaches  Mr.  Harry  Patchett  and  Mr.  Nick  Carbone,  the  under  13  team  won  their  league  and  also  won  the  Whitney  7-a-side  tournament,  w  hile  the  under  15 
team  were  runners-up  in  the  Whitney  7-a-side  tournament. 

Soccer 

The  boys  intermediate  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Alistair  Smith,  placed  throughout  the  season  with  enthusiasm  and  confidence.  Although  only  winning  three  of  their  ten  games,  each 
encounter  was  hard  fought,  as  indicated  by  the  closeness  of  the  goals  for  and  against,  23  to  25.  Gladwin  Daniels  was  the  top  goal  scorer  with  6  goals  and  Timmy  Eiguerido.  the 
goalkeeper  was  considered  the  most  valuable  player. 

The  boys  senior  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Warren  Jones,  won  four  of  their  ten  games.  Dennis  Robinson,  Nelson  Pimental,  Calon  Hollis  and  Stefan  Calder  were  selected  for  the  West 
All-Star  Team. 

A  girls  team  made  its  debut,  coached  by  Miss  Barbara  Tilney.  Many  practices  were  held  but  the  team  suffered  from  lack  of  opposition.  They  played  two  games,  defeating  Mt.  Saint 
Agnes  girls  1-0  and  losing  to  our  first-year  boys  5-0. 

Swimming

In  the  Warwick  Secondary  School  Invitational  Relay  meet  the  school  team  placed  fourth  while  in  the  Interschool  Sports  the  girls  placed  fifth  and  the  boys  placed  eighth  overall.  The 
most  successful  competitors  were  Lauritta  Burrows  who  gained  three  first  places,  Allison  Rollins  who  gained  one  first  and  one  second  place  and  Ben  Dyer  who  gained  one  second,  one 
fourth  and  one  sixth  place.

WARWICK  ACADEMY  PRIZE 


Our  Prizegiving  ceremony  was  held  on  Thursday,  November  19th,  1987.  As  usual  it  was 
attended  by  our  third,  fourth  and  fifth  years  along  with  prizewinners  from  the  other  years.  The 
orchestra  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Moxon  announced  the  arrival  of  the  guests  of  honour  with 
Mendelssohn's  March  from  Athalia.  After  a  moments  hesitation  about  who  should  be  sitting 
and  who  should  be  standing,  the  ceremony  got  under  way.  After  two  reports  from  Dr.  Patton 
and  Mr.  Rodriguez,  the  orchestra  entertained  us  witn  an  Espanza  Waltz  by  Waldteufel,  a 
Rastime  Pizzicato  by  Feese  and  a  Light  Cavalry  Overture  by  Suppe.  The  Pizzicato  Waltz  was  a 
marvel  to  behold  as  the  orchestra  picked  its  way  through  this  difficult  piece.  After  the 
presentation  of  prizes  most  guests  withdrew  to  the  Physics  Room  where  Mrs.  Gray  and  Miss 
Coakley  had  arranged  some  delightful  refreshments.  Our  guests  were  treated  to  all  sorts  of 
sandwiches  and  pastries  which  were  prepared  by  our  very  own  students.  This  was  another  very 
successful  programme  arranged  by  the  school  and  everyone  had  a  very  enjoyable  evening. 

Our  guest  speaker  on  Prize  Night  was  Mr.  Harry  Soares,  C.A.M.P.  A  past  pupil  at  the 
school,  Mr.  Soares  deliberately  kept  his  speech  short  in  the  interests  of  the  comfort  of  the 
students.  He  spoke  briefly  about  a  concern  which  he  believes  Bermuda  will  have  to  face  in  the 
future.  His  concern  is  zero-population  growth  and  he  outlined  the  problems  that  this  might 
cause  in  the  market  place  and  in  the  community.  Mr.  Soares  also  reminded  us  of  his  days  as  a 
student  when  bets  would  be  placed  on  the  time  taken  for  our  guest’s  speech.  I  am  sure  Mr. 
Soares  would  not  be  too  disappointed  to  learn  that  this  tradition  continues  and,  that  he  upset 
most  people’s  predictions  by  being  so  short. 

In  his  prize  day  speech  the  chairman  of  War¬ 
wick  Academy’s  Board  of  Governors  threatened 
that  the  school  will  go  private  if  government 
strips  the  right  of  schools  to  choose  their  own 
students.  Dr.  Jack  Patton  said  that  such  a  move 
would  not  be  easy  but  that  financial  neglect  by 
government  for  the  past  25  years  has  forced  the 
Board  into  considering  such  a  move. 

Dr.  Patton  lauded  the  excellent  traditions  of 
the  school  and  portrayed  it  as  “racially  integrat¬ 
ed  and  a  beacon  of  scholarship”.  Unlike  the  pri¬ 
vate  schools  parents  can  send  their  children  to  a 
prestigious  institution  free  of  charge.  Dr.  Patton 
suggested  that  changes  being  considered  by  gov¬ 
ernment  could  possibly  change  the  quality  of  the 
school.  He  criticized  government  for  considering 
a  comprehensive  system  which  would  abandon 
the  right  of  schools  to  choose  their  own  students. 

He  also  criticized  government’s  underfunding  of 
public  schools  claiming  that  the  recent  injection 
of  $1.6  million  is  too  little  and  too  late.  The 
$100,000  allotted  to  Warwick  has  already  been 
consumed  with  much  needed  physical  repairs. 

On  the  more  positive  side  he  paid  compliments 
to  the  student  body  for  continuing  the  high  stan¬ 
dards  of  excellence  set  by  the  staff. 
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GEOGRAPHY  TRIP  TO  U.K. 


(•eography  Field  Trip  to  Wales. 

For  the  third  time  our  geography  students  will  be  visiting  a 
Field  Centre  in  Britain  for  some  first  hand  experience  in 
geographical  techniques.  It  is  called  the  British  Field  Stud¬ 
ies  Council  Centre  at  BF.TWS-Y-C'OED  and  is  in  North 
Wales.  This  is  a  quality  trip  for  our  fourth  years  and  it  is 
quite  exhausting.
